KEELY’'S VIBRATORY GUN. 


The Inventor Gives an Exhibition of 
His New Etheric Force, 
From the New York Worid. :

As the visitors drew up Mr. Keely straight- 
ened out to greet them and they sawa man 
above the medium height, well built, with bold 
black eyes set wide apart in a head covered | 
with black, curly hair. His dark side whisk- 
ers and mustache were streaked with gray, and 
the deep lines about his face bore witness to the 
fifty-eight years he confesses. His heavy 
hands were knotted, and with the grime upon 
them resembled those of a practical machinist. 
With only a friendly nod to his friends he 
turned at once to his gun. 

It was a little thing upon wheels like a can- 
non, very heavy inthe breech and with a thin 
barrel about a foot long. By its side lay two 
heavy iron cylinders, one of one gallon and the 
other of five gallons capacity. From these cyl- 
inders to the rear of the gun ran a strong hol- 
low wire as thick as a lead pencil. The bore in 
the wire was not large enough to admit a knit- 
ting needle. It was through this small wire 
pipe that the energy, or force, or mysterious 
something was admitted to the gun. The cyl- 
inders had been stored with the ‘‘etheric force” 
at Mr. Keely’s workshop in Philadelphia and 
he had brought them with him to the range. 
The thin wire pipe ran from the cylinders to the 
breech of the gun and by turning a trigger or 
valve the force like lightning through 
the four feet of hollow wire into the gun, dis- 
charging the bullet. The gun was a little over 
an inch-bore and threw a ball of lead, wowing 
half a pound, or a steel conical bullet muc 
heavier. It was loaded by putting in firsta 
rubber wad and then the bullet. 

Everything was ready, the man at the target 
500 yards away was signaled to hide, and Mr. 
Keely touched the valve. There was a slight 
report as the bullet left the gun and sped on its 
way over the mark. Nothi had exploded, 
Mt the visitors crowded aroudd the invention 
wondering at the force thaat could ma s0 rap- 
idly through so small an aperture. So for nine- 
teen times the experiment was repeated, the 
last ball passi rough one three-inch plank 
and half way down into a second, There was 
no diminution of force, and it was claimed that 
over one hundred shots could be fired with the 
five gallons of mysterious energy stored up, 
and the last shot would have, just as much force 
as the first. As for manufadjuring the force, 
it was made in what Mr. Keeley called his ‘‘vi- 
bratory” out of half a wine glass of water and 
a little air. 

After the firing was over the wire or tube 
was detached from the gun and the trigger 
turned just a little, so that the ‘‘force” could 
escape slowly, giving everybody an opportuni- 
ty to touch, taste and test it. Its appearance 
was — like common, every day air. 

Once back on the boat Mr. Keely made a few 
remarks in which he said he had yielded to the 

ressure of Keely motor stockholders to test 
this gun publicly. In six weeks he would give 
everything to the world, would get his patents, 
and then the public would see this wonderful en- 
ergy applied as a motive power. He explained 
the long “ten years’ wait as the natural conse- 
quence of working in anew field. Col. Hamil- 
ton, the military expert, said he was pleased 
with the experiments. He was a scientist, and 
declared positively that the power used could 
not possibly be compressed air, carhonic acid 

as, or any force known to the scientific world. 
Other scientists present admitted that as a mat- 
ter of course. The Colonel suggested that life 
was short, the motor secret precious, and beg- 
ged — to confide insomeone. The force 
costs nothing to make, and can be used in a

There's no use talking, roughing it in pleas- 
ant weather with aye company and as little 
civilization as ible is pleasant and healthful. 
Shooting or fishing all day in the mountains, 
with plenty of blankets, a bonfire and a briar 
pipe at night, after asage chicken, or trout or 
elk supper, is not really roughing it after all, 
but a dug-out is certainly the abomination of 
desolation. I can stand a grown person's dose 
of poverty, I believe, and never squeal; but I 
will never sleep in a dug-out until this mortal 
has put on immortality. [ve slept ina log- 
cabin with no roof over it whatever, in logging 
camps where I could count the principal stars 
in the firmament while the thermometer was 
below 40 degrees, and heave rolled myself up in 
a pair of government blankets and the zodiac at 
a height of 9,000 feet above high-water mark, 
with the Uriah Heep coyote slinking in the dis- 
tance, and singing anon that weird style of solo 
that makes your heart sink; but I never slept in 
a dug-out. Thatisa joy that I never have ex- 
perienced. Thedobe is not avery bad house, 
whether it be the original Mexican dobe or sun- 
dried brick, or the corruption thereof, which is 
found furtner north, and which issod. These 
houses are built of the tough, square block cut 
from a grassy flat, and some of them are good- 
looking and comfortable, but the dug-out is a 
hole in the nd witha dirt roof over it in 
which you live like a prairie dog and get fresh 
air on und hog day, if the Indians will let 
you. The rustic dug-out, I am glad to see, is 
not holding its place in our modern architec- 
ture, and looks now =dgg'y o} it might some 
day disappear entirely. It had its good points 
and it its disadvantages. In the days 
when valley tan roamed up and down the land 
seeki whom it might devour, the dug-out 
was & nto many, for the householder could 
come home at any hour of the night and fall 
into his house. But here the way was opened 
for a serious drawback. The architecture of 
the house allowed the vagrant mule and the 
high-spirited Texas steer to fall into the house 
also, and no one knew, when he sat down to 
dine, whether it would be a stray pack - or 
an absent-minded grizzly that would fall 
through the roof into the pork gravy or fill the 
slumgullion with hair and gravel. Others may 
like excitement at meals, but I do not. lt cer- 
tainly does not aid digestion, anda man who 
has once picked a grizzly out of his coffee does 
not wish to do so again. , 

But the deserted dug-out is the most cheerless 
place I know. The drainage of a dug-out is 
never good, and after the inhabitants have 
gone and there is no one to get the 
water out on bail, the home-life and 
cheerful air that should dwell there is 
gone. Dear reader, if you are disposed 
to brag on your steady nerve and reg- 
ular puise,* let me ask you to spend the 
night in a deserted dug-out in the bosom of the 
earth 100 miles from food or water. If you do 
not hope before morn that some border 
ruffian will come and kill you, you must be in- 
deed hardened.

Mines Joycr, “a 
poor old peasant from a wild mountain side in 
Connemara, as ignorant of the English lan- 
guage as any Soudan savage,” was hanged pro- 
testing his innocence to the last, and with him 
were hanged two men who, on oath at the foot 
of the gallows, confessed their own guilt and 
proclaimed him innocent. 

_ Mr. HARRINGTON promises to prove that all 
these facts about the murder and the manipula- 
tion of the perjured testimony were known to 
Lord Spencer before the execution, and that 


“4 this horrible travesty of justice was part of a 


scheme of judicial murder and terrorism 
adopted by the Castle officials to repress agra- 
rian outrages and overawe the Irish peopie. It 
will be interesting to note how Mr. GLADSTONE 
will deal with this new and startling arraign- 
ment of ‘his subordinates on the other side of 
St. George’s channel. 


THE INDUSTRIAL SITUATION, 

With wheat lower than ithas been at any 
time in the current century, there is a sort of 
panic among the wheat-growers in Great Brit- 
ain and all over the Continent of Europe. Wheat 
is s0 low as compared with fresh meats, that 
they talk of feeding it to butcher’s stock rather 
than sell it at present prices. Itis worth but 
12s more per ton than Indian corn, and but 
13s. 4d. per ton more than oil cake, and its 
fattening value is believed to be much greater 
than the difference in price as compared with 
those articles. Its present price in England 
would not cover the cost of shipping wheat 
from the central provinces of India, and by no 
means covers the cost of raising it in England. 
How English farmers are to pay their rents, is 
now the question, and agricultural lands must 
fall immensely in value unless they can be 
used for more profitable crops than 
wheat, or the farmers gan somehow be protect- 
ed from American. competition. 

The cry for protection which prevailed 
against American pork in Germany may soon 
be raised as effectively against the importation 
of American grain in France and several other 
countries beyond the sea, This would mean 
present pricesof wheat inthe hands of the 
American producer—from 40c to 60c a bushel, 
according to location—as a permanent thing, 
and the hot end of the protection poker in his 
hand would be heated seven times hotter than 
it ever was before. As the New York Evening 
Post says : 

The American wheat grower has now reached the 
protectionist paradise which such philosophers as 
Henry ©. Carey, William D. Kelly, William Walter 


Phelps, and James G. Blaine have so long pictured 
to his imagination. He bas got a “home market,"’ 
the very best and lar gest which manufacturing pos- 
sibilities can give him. No more cotton mills, no 
more iron furnaces can find room here for many 
years tocome, Half-time or dead silence is the con- 
dition of a large part of this “home market." The 
bucolic mind does not work rapidly, but the fact 
will surely make its way into the chimney corners 
of the riiral districts that the very acme and sum- 
mit of agricultural prosperity which a home market 
built up by protective duties can produce, has been 
reached. 


And yet, low as the price of grain is, the la- 
boring man in the . cities and 
manufacturing districts is not getting 
his bread and meat any cheaper. Indirect 
taxes and all sorts of tolling combinations of 


| business and capital, more or less favored and 


protected by law, absorb the difference between 
the price paid by the consumer and that re- 
ceived by the producer. And with the home 
market for our manufacturers so protected 
that itis glutted with unsalable articles, the 
working men in great multitudes find their 
labor as unsalable at living prices as the far- 
mer’s wheat. The Chicago Herald the other 
day eatimated the number of unemployed wage 
workers in that city at 25,000, Mr. OapEn, 
Predident of the Cincinnati Trades’ Assembly,

-unskilled laborers will bring the grand total 
up t 20,000 or 2,000 able-bodied 
men out of work. In Pittsburg 
® similar situation is reported, and 
4,000 vacant rooms and 3,000 habitations 
for rent mark the efforts of the working classes 
to ‘double up” in the way of quarters, while the 
retail dealers dependent on them for custom are 
on the verge of bankruptcy. In the Hocking 
Valley of Ohio and the mining districts of. 
Pennsylvania, there are multitudes of strikers 
with nothing to live on, and still other multi- 
tudes on the verge of starvation though still 
‘toiling for leave to live.” 

This is the out-look with which we are enter- 
ing upon what may prove ahard, long, winter 
—with all our markets glutted with the pro- 
duce of labor and witha virgin soil’s lavish 
abundance, but with vast masses of labor un- 
remuneratively employed, or not employed at 
all, and, therefore, unable to buy. the necessa- 
ries. And nobody can say that tariff reform is 
responsible. The Public Treasury is bursting 
with the proceeds of wanton taxation, and we 
are still enjoying all the benefits of that war 
tariff under which we saw much worse times 
from 1873 to 1878. 


A CASTLE IN CHINA. 
FRANCE and Russia are said to have agreed 
upon the disintegration of China, and upon this 
theory the recent friendliness of those two 


“great powers is explained. It is not probable 


that, if any such agreement had been reached, 
the world at large would know anything about 
it, until the drama now playingin the East 
had run farther than the prologue. Thesecrets 
of diplomacy are better guarded, and 
there is only in this dispatch a well 
directed guess at the alliances which the future 
may have in store for Europe. 

France and Russia have a hate in common, 
which isa stronger bond of union between two 
peoples than any alliance could forge. In spite 
of the official fondness between Berlin and St. 
Petersburg, of which so much is cabled, the 
the Russian people do not like the Germans. 
Notwithstanding the harmony and accord be- 
tween the President of the French Republic and 
the German Government, the French do not 
like the Germans. Upon this sentimental basis 
could be founded the strongest possible union 
of two nations. 

China would be a convenient forge for the 
welding of the alliance. The Chinese could af- 
ford, just enough resistance to Russia and 
France to make the conquest popular, to throw 
a halo of military renown about the allied 
arms, to give the nations those common as- 
sociations which make marriage so easy after 
courtship. and long company. And in the 
meantime China would foot all the bills. In- 
deed, there are so many pleasing features in the 
prospect that it is no wonder the German- 
ophobists of Russia and France are busy build- 
ing castles in China, wherefrom BISMARCK may 
be defied, Alsace and Lorraine expiated and Eu- 
rope made an appanage of the Muscovite Czar. 


A SERMON TO CLERICS. 

There are few instances wherein energy has 
been wasted so needlessly as in the hundred and 
fifty pulpits of St. Louis during the last month. 
To the best of our knowledge and belief the 
only public theme upon which any preacher 
has touched, the only sermons which examined 
the relations of the church and society, have 
been directed to the closing and keeping closed 
of the Exposition on Sundays. 

The clergy, as well asthe city of St. Louis, 
form part of our flock, and we would be remiss 
in our pastoral duty if we did not call the at- 
tention of the ministers to the points 
wherein ‘they are not using their talents 
to advantage. There is a great deal of wicked- 
ness in St. Louis much more inherently bad 
than the proposal to let the working people en- 
joy their one holiday in the week at the Expo- 
sition. Asa matter of public morals which 
rightly comes under the survey of the church 
there is an amount of shameless sin in the city 
which testifies strongly against us. 

Painted vice is a broad on our streetsday and 
night. Why should not the pastors of the flocks 
do their duty by the young and lessen if they 
cannot abate this evil? Why are the tremen- 
dous influences of the 150 pulpits not turned 
against this open and notorious menace to 
every family in the city? We can 
all recall the episode of the Master and Mary 
Magdajen. What hand is held out, proffering 
help, sympathy and forgiveness to the Magdalen 
of St. Louis? There are regions of St. Louis 
where it is not safe fora well-dressed man to 
travel, where the youths are outlaws and thugs 
where violence rules supreme. What mission- 
ary effort has been tried with the heathen of 
O'Fallon street or Clabber gAlley? Who has 
gone to the ‘“‘gangs” that infest’ the tenement 
districts and worked with them for their good? 
It is a matter of common report that our pdli- 
tics are disgracefully corrupt, that we are gov- 
erned by secret and abhorrent forces 
which burrow under the darkness of the ballot- 
box, and are only known by their results. Who 
has ever directed the tremendous enginery of 
the pulpit against political obliquity and boss 
rule¢# Our jails and penitentiaries are full to 
overflowing of convicted criminals—who is 
busy softening and reforming these wretches, 
and bringing them back to self-respect and 
hope? Allof this is labor that is left to the 
police—to the savage repression of the ‘‘billy” 
and the revolver. Weare meeting crime with 
the same barbarous and inefficient treatment 
that @ tribe of Indians would employ. 
You, gentlemen, were set apart to fight God’s 
battles against the Devil in our midst, you are 
the regular soldiers of Christ, and when you 
come to the grand court-martial you will only 
be able to plead in extenuation that you closed 
the Exposition on Sundays. You have left 
substitutes inthe shape of policemen and jail 
guards to fight your battle with Satan. 

None could hold more highly than we do the 
tremendous efficacy of the church for good. 
We reverently believe that it is the 
God-designed bulwark between society 
and the abysses of anarchy—the chacs 
of disordered WNihilism. But while we 
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as thestrongest and perhaps the only weapon 
whereby ignorance and évil may be fought, we 
must deplore the indirection of effort, the 
waste of energy, which marks the work that 
has been done.

plished by the religion of St. Louis in the 
year 1884, in the midst of the carnival of sin, 
brutality and ignorance, daily growing bolder 
and stronger in our midst, the one high 
achievement of the church in its relation to the 
public has been the closing of the Exposition.

The Law of Marriages. 
From Johnson’s Encyclopedia, 

In the United States by the law that prevails very 
generally, if not, in fact universally, throughout the 
States, marriage is regarded as wholly based upon 
contract, upon the present mutual consent of the 
parties, and no special forms are necessary to its 
validity. 1f a man and a woman, by words of present 
import, promise and agree with each other to be 
husband and wife, the contract and the resulting 
status of marriage are perfected; solemnization by 
a clergyman or by a civil magistrate, the presence 
of witnesses, and all the ceremonies and forms 
which are customarily used, even those provided for 
by statute, are nothing more than convenient 
means of perpetuating the evidence of the 
contract between the spouses, which itself 
constitutes the marriage; they are not in the least 
essential to its efficacy. Whenever certain prelim- 
inary steps, such as license, notice, and the like are 
prescribed by statute,a failure to comply with 
these provisions does not impair the marriage which 
has been contracted without’ their presence; it 
simply subjects the dilinquent parties to a slight 
pecuniary penalty. The words of the contract by 
which the parties signify their intention must be in 
praesenti (of a present force and operation), and 
they donot need to be followed by cohabitation, 
since the status of the marriage arises from the 
mental and not the physical union of the spouses. 
In this respect the United States law is identical with 
that which has so long prevailed in Scotland, so that 
the decisions of the Scotch courts furnish valuable 
precedents which may be followed by our own 
tribunals.
